WASHINGTON (AP) — Increases in the 
pay and benefits for federal employes 
helped push up the growth of personal in­ 
come in the United States at a faster pace in 
October, the government said today. 
The Commerce Department said personal 
income grew at an annual rate of $10.2 
billion, or 9.2 per cent, to $1,401.9 billion. 
That contrasted to an annual rate of $6.2 
billion, or 5.5 per cent in September. 
On a per capita basis, the department 
said personal income for October climbed to 
an annual rate of $6,502, up7.8 per cent from 
the same month last year. 
The growth means Americans will have 
more money to spend in the near future, 


somewhat counterbalancing some of the 
govdhunent’s recent negative economic 
statistics. 
Those statistics showed that retail sales 
have remained virtually stable for four 
months, unemployment increased by one- 
tenths of a per cent in October, and in­ 
dustrial production marked its second 
consecutive month of decline. 
October’s consumer price index, or in­ 
flation rate, hasn’t been reported yet. But 
consumer prices rose four-tenths of a per 
cent in September.

The Commerce Department said pay

What the grou p opposes, she 
say s, are laws that make u n ion 
membership a prerequ isite for 
gettin g a teachin g job. 
“ W ere

man agemen t,” she said. “ Nor 
are we an ti- u n ion . The key is 
who con trols it. Un der com­ 
pu lsory 
u n ion ism, 
y ou

Ms. Stau b said in 19 stages, 
u n der law, teachers are forced 
to join a u n ion in order to teach. 
She estimates that of the 15 
million person s in the cou n try 
u n der compu lsory u n ion ism (the 
figu re is from the U.S. Depar­ 
tmen t of Labor), abou t 1 million 


of them are teachers.

Stau b cou n tered a frequ en t 
u n ion charge that su ch laws are 
an tilabor: 
“A right- to- work law does 
two thin gs. It gu aran tees that n o 
on e can in terfere with y ou r right 
to join a u n ion . An d it gu aran ­ 
tees that n o on e can in terfere 
with y ou r right n ot to join a 
u n ion .” 
Ms. Stau b said her grou p 
takes n o position on the right of 
teachers 
to 
hav e collectiv e 
bargin in g or on their right to 
strike ov er job dispu tes. She 
cau tion ed teachers, howev er, 
that compu lsory u n ion ism in 
man y states came abou t as an 
amen dmen t to a law gu aran ­ 
teein g the right to collectiv e 
bargain in g. 
The M.S.T.A. in the past has 
su pported efforts in Missou ri to 
pass a collectiv e bargain in g 
law.

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WASHINGTON (AP) - Con­ 
sumers who have seen beef 
prices fall steadily from last 
year's highs can expect to pay 
record prices to put beef on the 
table in 1977, an Agriculture 
Department 
economist 
pre­ 
dicted today. 


Retail beef prices soon will 
begin climbing and probably 
will cost a record average of 
SI.49 a pound next year, Rich­ 
ard J. Crom of the depart­ 
ment's 
Economic 
Research 
Service said. 


That is 10 cents above the es- 
, timated 1976 average of $1.39. 


Last year’s record average was 
Sl.46. 
The reason that beef prices 
will swing back up is that cat­ 
tlemen, who are enduring se­ 
vere financial losses because of 
a glut of beef this year, have 
reduced thetr herds sharply, 
Crom said. 
One consolation is that pork 
prices will be down in 1977, he 
said, although beef accounts for 
about two-thirds of the meat 
consumed by American fam i­ 
lies. Meat is the biggest item in 
food budgets. 
‘‘Look for beef prices in 1977 
to average about 10 cents per 


pound higher than this year's 
average, while pork prices may 
average 
five 
cents 
lower,” 
Crom said. ‘‘Retail pork prices 
likely will be lowest this winter, 
while beef will peak seasonally 
in the summer months.” 
Pork was 11.35 a pound in 
1975, and climbed another pen­ 
ny to a record of 81.36 this 
year. 
Crom made his analysis in a 
speech prepared for the depart­ 
ment’s annual outlook confer­ 
ence. 
. 
Retail food prices over-all are 
expected to rise 3 to 4 per cent 
. in 1977, about the same as the 3. 


per cent increase now esti­ 
mated for this year, the depart­ 
ment announced earlier this 
week. A spokesman said the 
prospective jump in 1977 beef 
prices was included in that esti­ 
mate. 
Beef prices traditionally peak 
in the summer. In July 1975, 
they hit a record monthly high 
of $1.61 a pound before turning 
down. By last September, store 
prices 
were 
about 
$1.34 
a 
pound, measured on an all-cut 
basis. 
Retail beef prices have fallen 
4.8 per cent this year, Crom 
said.

news broadcasting,’’ NBC tells 
its show-makers. 
But last Thursday, switch­ 
boards at newspapers and TV 
stations across the nation lit up 
when viewers thought they had 
heard a major sports bulletin 
internet NBC’s Dick Van Dyke 
show. 
Its announcer, Stu Nahan, a 
sportscaster here, came on and' 
intoned: “Major sports news 
was made just moments ago 
when the Los Angeles Rams 
completed the biggest trade in 
their history.’’ 
He said the Rams had sent 
six of their best backs, in­ 
cluding 
quarterbacks James 
Harris and Ron Jaworski, “to 
Notre Dame for hunchback 
Quasimodo. 
Details at 
11.” 
Then the show resumed. 
Whammo, the calls flooded 
in, obviously from viewers who 
either: 
—Didn’t listen closely to the 
Quasimodo part (Quas is the 
bell-ringer in Victor Hugo’s 
novel, 
“The 
Hunchback 
of 
Notre Dame ” ). 
—Didn’t realize the Rams 
aren’t about to trade anybody 
to Notre Dame. UCLA, maybe, 
but never Notre Dame. 
It was all a joke, of course. 
But did it violate NBC rules 
against bogus news bulletins? 
Nope, say NBC and Byron 
Paul, executive producer of 
Van Dyke’s show. 
“We’ve adhered to the letter 
of the rules,” says Paul, noting 
the interruption to report the 
"trade” wasn’t billed as a bul­ 
letin. It began with a card that 
just said: “Please Stand By ...”

Jerry Stanley, head of NBC 
program practices here, said 
NBC didn’t feel the show —

He said restrictions on the 
method of presenting the gag 
“interruptions” were set for the 
entire series last year, when a 
pilot for the series was being 
made. 
The program had an “inter­ 
ruption” for a spoof golf tour­ 
nament that disturbed NBC 
brass, he said: “We were wor­ 
ried about the effect it might 
have on people thinking this 
was a legitimate interruption.”

NEW YORK (AP) — For catcher Thurman Munson of 
the New York Yankees, capturing the 1976 American 
League Most Valuable Player Award was the 
culmination of a fantastic season. 
Munson was named winner of the award by the 
Baseball Writers Association of America Tuesday in a 
landslide. He easily outdistanced runner-up George 
Brett, third baseman of the Kansas City Royals, by 87 
points. 
In leading the Yankees to their first pennant in 12 
years, Munson hit .302, belted 17 homers and batted in 105 
runs. 
The 29-year-old right-handed swinger, in running away 
with the honor, collected 18 of the 24 first-place votes and 
a total of 304 points from the 24-man panel of writers. He 
received four votes for second and two for third. 


He became the first Yankee to gain the accolade since 
Elston Howard in 1963. Howard also was the last catcher 
to win the MVP. 
Brett received 217 points, including two first-place 
votes. He won the league batting title with a .333 average. 
Third in the balloting was center fielder Mickey Rivers 
of the Yankees with 179Mz points, including one first-place 
vote. The speedy Rivers batted .312 with 43 stolen bases. 
An elated Munson said at a press conference Tuesday 
evening, “This is the greatest individual honor I‘ve ever 
received in baseball. I’ll try harder to win it again next 
season.” 
As for losing the World Series to the Cincinnati Reds, 
Munson said, “It wasn’t a disappointing World Series. 
We got beat by a great ball club. We’ll be back next 
year.”

At that, she might have gone with no further adieu had my 
fstMY had his way. He had dreams of his own, of earning good 
m e 0 f f and grabbing the world by its tether. To this end, one 
tin#, he built two large buildings on our back property and an­ 
nounced that he was going into the business of raising 
chickens. It was a grand vision, albeit an unfortunate one. 
After the war the price of chickens fell dreadfully. Our family 
ate hens for several years, and stepped in dried droppings for 
several more, but we never worried Frank Perdue.

I suppose she felt 
there were other priorities, two growing boys as example. My 
brother and I needed clothes, we needed cars, we needed funds 
to woo the coeds on Saturday evenings.

Computer helps doctors with drug prescriptions ¡^ha^aii 
campus revue’ 
COLUMBIA — A nationwide 
computer network is being 
established to advise doctors of 
possible drug 
reactions 
in 
patients. 
Using typewriter- like ter­ 
minals linked to an IBM corn- 
put«, physicians can determine 
the effects of more than 12,500 
prescription 
and 
non­ 
prescription drugs before they 
prescribe medication. 
If a 
patient has suffered a drug 
reaction, a doctor could ent« 
symptoms and receive a list of 
drug interactions which might 
be the cause. 
Called the Computer Based 
Drug Information System, the 
project is a joint effort o f the 
Information Science Group and 
the Medical Comput« Center of 
the 
University of Missouri 
School of Medicine. The project 
is partly funded by the U.S. 
Public Health Service. 
Physicians, pharmacists and 
scientists from North Carolina 
to California retrieve in­ 
formation via many terminals 


located in hospitals, pharmacies 
and nursing homes. Terminals 
are located in such major 
metropolitan 
areas 
as 
Washington, 
D.C., 
Chicago, 
Detroit, St. Louis and Kansas 
City, with more to be added. 
The terminals are linked to a 
System- 370 Model 168 computer 
at the University of Missouri. 
Researchers there gather drug 
information from medical 
literature and store the in­ 
formation in the comput«. Five 
hundred 
more professionals 
receive information by mail. 
The information is based on 
actual clinical information and 
experimental evidence. Data on 
precautions, adverse effects, 
preparations, dosage mixture 
and other factors is supplied in 
part by the Food and Drug 
Administration’s 
Bureau 
of 
Drugs. 
To use the system, the health 
care professional enters names 
of drugs and asks for the effect 
of their interaction. The IBM 
computer responds by printing 


on the terminal information on 
clinical 
implications, 
ex­ 
perimental evidence (in text 
form) plus references for fur­ 
ther study. 
It can be determined wheth« 
or not two drugs are in­ 
compatible and Hie possible 
effects. Summary material and 
finally 
experimental 
in­ 
formation may be obtained in 
abstract form. 
If a patient already has had a 
drug reaction, a doctor could 
ent« the symptoms and receive 
a list of drug interactions which 
could be the cause. By using the 
system, he could isolate the 
particular combinations causing 
the problem. 
“Even a beneficial drug such 
as aspirin can be dangerous if 
mixed with other drugs,” said 
Dr. Samuel Garten, assistant 
professor of pharmacology and 
project direct«. “Antidiabetic 
drugs can become stronger in 
the presence of aspirin, in­ 
creasing the chance of a diabetic 
falling into a coma from too 


little sugar in the bloodstream. ” 
“Methotrexate (an anticanc« 
drug) can have potent side ef­ 
fects because of aspirin; c«tain 
drugs used to treat arthritis can 
become ineffective when mixed 
with aspirin. A hospital patient 
might be given up to 20 drugs 
simultaneously; that’s why we 
need more information on what 
drugs can do to people. ” 
The need for more in­ 
formation is illustrated by the 
fact that one hospital patient in 
five suffers an adverse drug 
reaction which prlongs his stay. 
People are admitted ev«y day 
because of the effects of drugs, 
and one- seventh of all hospital 
days are devoted to treating 
drug reactions. 
Ibe system is now available to 
medical students at Missouri. As 
the students encounter new 
classes of drugs, they use ter­ 
minals at the school to learn 
about possible adverse reactions 
caused by the drugs. Students at 
the University of Chicago School 
of Medicine and St. Louis 


College of Pharmacy also use 
the system. 
A recent development is a 
series of newaletters for 
physicians explaining the ef­ 
fects of certain drugs on 
diabetics.

The top players are 
earning more in a year than 
many Americans will make in 
a lifetime.

Today: Who 
makes the most and how those 
salaries got there.) 


For stuffing a basketball 
through a hoop with more 
dazzle 
than 
anybody 
else, 
Julius Erving makes 1600,000 a 
year. 
For throwing a baseball with 
more savvy than anyone else, 
Catfish Hunter makes $250,000 
a year, with a promised bonus 
of $1.5 million after the 1979 
season. 
For playing superlative hock­ 
ey on a pair of gimpy knees, 
Bobby Orr was given a $3 mil­ 
lion contract for five years. He 
will make the money whether 
he plays or not. 
For being a football star in 
Buffalo, O.J. Simpson makes a 
reported $2 million for three 
years. 
For giving soccer in the 
United States a shot in the 
arm, Pele was given a $4.5 mil­ 
lion package for three years. 
For four title fights and a bi­ 
zarre exhibition with a Japa­ 
nese wrestler, Muhammad Ali, 
possibly the most recognized 
figure in the world, grossed $13 
million in 1976. 
These figures don’t even in­ 
clude the money athletes can 
make from endorsements, radio 
and television spots or post-sea­ 
son jobs. And they don’t include 
daily expense money athletes 
get on the road and in training 
camp. 
So is there any doubt that 
sports, a category of show busi­ 
ness, is big business, too? 
These high-paid athletes are 
considered to be the top stars 
in their profession. For their 
■ seasonal work, they compare 
favorably with top business ex­ 
ecutives in America. 
The American Management 


Association surveyed the sala­ 
ries of the chief executive offi­ 
cers for nearly 3,000 durable 
goods 
manufacturing 
com­ 
panies. This year, the average 
salary ranged from $77,500 for 
the top executive in a company 
doing $10-25 million in sales to 
$247,000 for companies with 
sales of $500 million to $1 bil­ 
lion. 
The chief executive of the 
United 
States 
was 
making 
$200,000 a year, with numerous 
priviliges and fringe benefits. 
“I had a better year than the 
president,” was Babe Ruth’s 
famous 1930 remark in justify­ 
ing his $80,000. salary, which 
surpassed Herbert Hoover’s by 
$5,000. But when the Babe was 
earning big salaries, he was the 
only athlete who could play in 
the same financial league with 
the president. 
On the 1927 Yankees—per­ 
haps the greatest team ever— 
Ruth made $70,000. But the oth­ 
er 25 players totaled only $200,- 
000, or about $8,000 a man. 
Herb Pennock, a 23-game win­ 
ner the year before, had the 
second highest salary, $15,000. 
The professional athlete of 
average ability is doing much 
better these days. In 1975, the 
average salaries were $48,000 
for 
major league baseball, 
$109,700 for the National Bas­ 
ketball Association, $95,000 for 
the American Basketball Asso­ 
ciation, $75,000 for the National 
Hockey League, $60,000 for the 
World Hockey Association and 
$42,000 for the National Foot­ 
ball League. 
(In comparison, the average 
salary of policemen and fire­ 
men in cities of over 100,000 
population last year ranged 
from $10,717 to $14,001, accord­ 
ing to the U.S. Bureau of Labor 
Statistics.) 
Until the 1960s, baseball was 
the leader in high salaries, 
among the team sports. 
In 1939, Carl Hubbell was 
making $22,500, Hank Green­ 
berg $25,000 and Bill Terry 
$30,000. They were the baseball 
stars of their era, and they 
made ntlich more money than 
football’s Bulldog Turner made 
10 years later. Turner, still rec­ 
ognized as the best center who 
ever played the game, earned 


$14,000 in 1948 and 1949. 
In 1949, Joe DiMaggio be­ 
came the first $100,000 baseball 
player and Ted Williams was 
getting $90,000. Meanwhile, star 
running back Steve van Buren 
of the NFL made $15,000. 
In 1950, DiMaggio again got 
$100,000 and Williams jumped 
to $125,000. Van Buren still 
earned $15,000, while quarter­ 
back Sid Luckman got $20,200. 
In 1952, quarterback Sammy 
Baugh made $12,000; in 1960, 
quarterback Norm van Brock- 
lin made $22,500, and in 1964, 
Sonny Werblin, owner of the 
New York Jets, made quarter­ 
back Joe Namath a star and 
gave him $400,000 to sign with 
the new American Football 
League. 
Namath’s signing gave the 
AFL legitimacy, and that au­ 
thenticity was the breakthrough 
for the NFL players’ salaries. 
They finally had some bargain­ 
ing leverage, the same advan­ 
tage gained by the NBA and 
the NHL several years later. 
Football salaries began to rise. 
Jimmy Brown made $60,000 in 
1965, hut it wasn’t until the late 
'60s that the bidding war be­ 
tween the competing leagues 
led to skyrocketing salaries. 
Depending on which side of 
the salaries you were on, the 
AFL and television were either 
the angels or the devils in the 
NFL’s escalating salary pic­ 
ture. 
“The main thing was that in 
those days baseball was mak­ 
ing much more money than 
football,” says NFL Commis­ 
sioner Pete Rozelle. “In the 
early 60s we were getting $150,- 
000 a team from television. But 
in the late '60s television and 
the laws of supply and demand 
took effect. 
“The salaries went up when 
the money became available. 
The key was 1965 and 1966 
when the teams first got $1 mil­ 
lion from television. Now the 
teams are receiving $2 million 
from television and the sport is 
generating more money than 
ever before.” 
Another key was the creation 
of the World Football League in 
1974. The WFL, which expired 
after 14 years, did raise the 
standard of living for some 


players who jumped leagues 
and some who were paid well 
to stav. 
The WHA in hockey and the 
ABA in basketball did the same 
thing to the winter sports. 
The ABA wasn’t financially 
successful, but its presence and 
the fact that basketball rosters 
are relatively small helped the 
sport reach the highest level of 
salaries in the athletic king­ 
dom. 
Finally, the NBA owners de­ 
cided it wasn’t economically 
feasible to continue winning the 
battle with the ABA while los­ 
ing the war of the checkbooks. 
A merger agreement creating a 
22-team league was reached 
earlier this year. 
The arrival of the WHA 
spurred a bidding war for play­ 
ers with the NHL and resulted 
in higher salaries than hockey 
had ever known. Players such 
as Derek Sanderson, Bernie 
Parent and Gerry Cheevers 
went to the new league for 
large salaries only to return 
later to the NHL. 
Now there is relative peace 
between the two hockey leagues 
with only an occasional player 
switching from one to the other 
and no bidding to prevent or in­ 
duce it. 
Salaries, however, aren’t go­ 
ing to return to previous levels. 
It’s much too late for that. 
“The result will be that untried 
players right out of college will 
not be making exorbitant sala­ 
ries to sit on the bench,” said 
an NBA spokesman. 
With the high base of salaries 
already established and the 
new labor contracts permitting 
free agency in most of the 
sports, the super stars will still 
be earning the super salaries. 
"An athlete deserves his fair 
share,” says quarterback Ro­ 
ger Staubach of the Dallas 
Cowboys, who earns an esti­ 
mated $100,000 a year. “I’ve 
earned the position that I’m in. 
I produced and I’m paid well. 
“We, of course, want high 
benefits and salaries as long as 
the owners are making a prof­ 
it—and they are.” 


“Remember, the owners are 
the ones who are paying the 
players.” 
Discrimination case to be reviewed 


WASHINGTON (AP) - The 
Supreme Court today agreed to 
review a case of alleged reli­ 
gious discrimination strikingly 
similar to one in which the jus­ 
tices were deadlocked in reach­ 
ing 
a 
decision earlier this 
month. 
At the same time, however, 
the court refused to consider 
two related cases. 
The justices agreed to hear 
arguments in Trans World Air­ 
lines’ appeal of a decision by 
the Eighth U.S. Circuit Court of 
Appeals that the company was 
guilty 
of 
religious 
dis­ 
crimination by firing an em­ 
ploye who refused to work on 
Saturdays. 
TWA employe Larry G. Har- 
dinson was fired from his job 
at the company’s maintenance 
base in Kansas City in 1969 
after refusing to fill in for a va­ 
cationing employe on three suc­ 
cessive 
Saturdays. 
Hardison 
said his membership in the 


Worldwide Church of God pre­ 
cluded any work from sundown 
Friday to sundown Saturday. 
The circuit court ruled that 
TWA had not provided “reason­ 
able accommodation” for Har­ 
dison's religious 
convictions. 
The airline said it treated Har­ 
dison's case as that of other 
employes covered by union col­ 
lective bargaining. 


In a 4-4 deadlock Nov. 2, the 
Supreme Court upheld a deci­ 
sion of the 6th U.S. Circuit 
Court of Appeals that a Berea, 
Ky. employer was guilty of reli­ 
gious discrimination by not ac­ 
comodating an employe’s reli­ 
gious principles. In that case, 
Justice John Paul Stevens did 
not take part. 


The court deadlock automati­ 
cally upheld the circuit court’s 
ruling that an employe’s reli­ 
gious scruples — even those 
against 
working 
on 
certain 
days of the week — must nor­ 


mally be accomodated by an 
employer 


The court refused to hear a 
copy editor’s arguments that 
his religious freedoms wre vio­ 
lated 
when 
the 
Memphis, 
Tenn., Press-Scimitar refused 
to hire him because he declined 
to work on Saturdays. 


The justices let stand a deci­ 
sion of the U.S. Circuit Court in 
Cincinnati rejecting the claim 
made by McCann L. Reid, a 
member of the Seventh-Day 
Adventist Church. 
The court also refused to 
hear arguments in the case of 
Larry J. Williams, a New Mexi- 
_co employe of the Southern Un*. 
ion Gas. Co. who claimed his 
constitutional 
rights 
were 
vioiaed when he was fired for 
refusing to work on his reli­ 
gion's Sabbath. Williams also is 
a member of the Worldwide 
Church of God. 
A district court ruled against 


Williams' claim, and the deci­ 
sion was upheld by the 10th 
U.S. Circuit Court of Appeals. 
In other action, the court: 
—Refused to order speedy pa­ 
role revocation hearings for 
federal prisoners convicted of 
new crimes while on parole 
from previous sentences. By a 
7 to 2 vote, the court upheld the 
policy of the U.S. Parole Com­ 
mission to delay such hearings 
until the inmate has served the 
second sentence.

commercial 
flights of the British-French su­

—Refused to review a case in 
which the mother of a 12-year- 
old boy in Middletown.

Key locale of movie closed 
Mel’s Drive-In now a parking lot 


SAN FRANCISCO (AP) 
Back in the Golden '60s, cars 
used to line up for blocks 
around Mel’s Drive-In, waiting 
for the opportunity to buy 35- 
cent hamburgers served by 15 
scantily clad carhops. 
“There were five policemen 
directing 
traffic. 
Everyone 
loved it,” recalled Mel Weiss, 
whose operation once sold 3,000 
meals a day. 
Mel’s Drive-In was turned 
into a parking lot a few months 
ago, mirroring a national trend 
away from curbside dining. 
Weiss, who in 1947 founded 
the 
(mce- popular 
gathering 
place for teen-agers and fami­ 
lies, sold his chain of 30 drive- 
ins four years ago. His flagship 
restaurant on South Van Ness 
was a key locale for the movie 
“American Graffiti,” a nostal­ 
gic look at an era when drive- 


ins were teen-age social cen­ 
ters. 
The film was actually based 
on goings-on in Modesto, site of 
Burgies' 
and 
Al’s 
Drive-in. 
That, too, closed down years 
ago. 
Like 
their 
counterparts 
around the country, Mel's and 
Burgies' have been replaced by 
fast-food franchises that dis­ 
pense acro6s-the-counter ham­ 
burgers, tacos and fried chick­ 
en to take out 
Royce Hailey claims to have 
introduced curbside food serv­ 
ice to the world in 1921 with a 
drive-in near Dallas. At one 
time he had 70 Pig Stands from 
Los Angeles to New York, but 
most have since been converted 
to coffee shops and only five 
still have curb service. 
A major reason for the de­ 
mise of the drive-in was the ap­ 


peal they held for teen-agers, 
Hailey said. 
“There were disruptions by 
the teen-agers, and we lost 
some adult customers because 
of that,” he said. “The teens 
liked to be seen, and would 
spend more time than money 
there. That made it unprofi­ 
table.” 
Weiss said: ‘I think the prob­ 
lem was that years ago, people 
felt very secure in eating at 
drive-ins. But in the last few 
years, there was a fear, for 
some 
reason, 
and 
people 
weren’t comfortable eating out­ 
side.” 
“The old-fashioned drive-in of 
yesteryear has gone by the 
wayside,” said W. H. “Buck- 
shot” 
Price, 
executive vice 
president of the Texas Restau­ 
rant 
Association. 
“What 
a 
shame. Kids enjoyed them. So 


did mothers with kids who 
didn’t want to have to haul 
them inside a restaurant.” 
Price said a few enterprising 
businessmen are keeping the 
idea alive, updating drive-ins 
with fancy designs and putting 
.curbside waitresses on roller 
skates. Two such drive-ins in 
Austin, 
Tex. 
are 
doing 
a 
“booming business,” he said 
There are economic reasons 
for the shift, too. A recent Bank 
of America report on restau­ 
rants said drive-ins average 
profit rates of 6 to 12 per cent, 
compared with fast-food profit 
rates of 10-20 per cent. 
Taxes are 2 to 3 per cent of 
the operating cost for drive-ins 
because they need more prop­ 
erty, double the rate for other 
restaurants, the study said, not­ 
ing that payrolls at drive-ins 
tend to be higher. 


Kiwifruit—‘the fruit of the future’ 


LA GRANGE, Calif. (AP) - 
The kiwifruit looks like a hairy 
brown chicken egg, but enthu­ 
siastic farmers are calling it 
“the fruit of the future.” 


Forty years after its vigor­ 
ous, twining vines first took 
root in the United States, the 
kiwi is being distributed ever 
more widely. Growers say they 
expect production to skyrocket 
in the next few years. 
It is a drab, even ugly fruit, 
covered with hair and a thin 
brown skin. Bid the emerald 
green pulp underneath has a 
tangy, 
strawberry-like taste, 


and even the pinhead-sized 
black seeds can be eaten. 
“It’s the fruit of the future,” 
says Ted Shurtleff, who with 
several partners has put in 20 
acres in San Luis Obispo Coun­ 
ty. 
“ It’s delicious, can be 
stored for weeks in home re­ 
frigerators and makes a spec­ 
tacular jam.” 
In addition, the kiwifruit is 
subject to few insects or dis­ 
eases. Growers say it is chock 
full of vitamin A and has twice 
as much vitamin C as orange 
juice. An average-sized kiwi 
has about 60 calories. 
Kiwifruit, now selling for up 


to 50 cents each in markets, 
can bring growers $2,000 to $3,- 
000 a ton. Mature vines yield 
about five tons an acre. 
Joe Hall, a grower and nur­ 
seryman in this little Stanislaus 
County community, said he was 
“one of the first in the state to 
grow them” when he started 
planting kiwis 10 years ago. “I 
have 10 acres now, and I’ll be 
putting in 10 more soon.” 
The kiwi, native to south cen­ 
tral China, was introduced into 
New Zealand in 1906, where it 
was called the Chinese goose­ 
berry. New Zealand, which pro­ 
duces most of the world supply, 


began exporting it as the kiwif­ 
ruit in 1953. 
Kiwi 
plants 
reached 
the 
United States in 1935, but the 
first serious commercial ven­ 
tures began in the mid-1960s, 
when two growers imported 
several thousand plants from 
New Zealand to set up Califor­ 
nia’s 
first 
kiwi 
vineyards. 
“Kiwi” is a nickname for a 
New Zealander. 


Now almost all the U.S. pro­ 
duction comes from California 
- 120 tons in 1975. Officials say 
the harvest could reach 3,000 to 
4,000 tons by 1980.

‘Fish heaven’ 
in Bermuda

From the college kids who 
swarm over the place every 
spring to staid British couples 
perched on hotel verandas, 
people flock to Bermuda the 
year round to enjoy its charms, 
one of which is the delicious 
fish. 
A dazzling variety of seafood 
is the chief attraction in the 
dining rooms of the luxury ho­ 
tels, English-style pubs and 
quaint tea shops of this lush 
little cluster of islands 570 
miles off the North Carolina 
coast. 


There is a dish for every 
taste, from the famed Bermuda 
fish chowder laced with sherry, 
hot peppers and black rum to 
huge broiled shrimp or refresh­ 
ing conch salad. For the more 
adventurous there is a spiced 
hash made from shark meat — 
something we passed up during 
our stay there several years 
ago. 
Bermuda’s tourist officials 
claim the waters off the island 
group boast more varieties of 
fish than any area in the 
world; and they certainly do 
abound. 
The islands are ringed by 
coral reefs about 10 miles off 
the north shore and a half mile 
off the south. Inside these reefs 
you can catch gray snapper, 
yellowtail, grunt, angel fish and 
small rockfish. 
Venture farther out and you 
will find larger rockfish, red 
snapper, grouper and amber- 
jack. But if deep-sea fishing is 
your bag, then you must go be­ 
yond the reefs where there is a 
sudden drop to the ocean floor. 
There you will find such speci­ 
mens as 
tuna, 
barracuda. 


mackerel and swordfish. 
Those who don’t feel like ven­ 
turing out onto the high seas, 
but want some fresh-caught 
fish to cook, can go down to 
Front Street in Hamilton when 
the fishing boats are in. A 
crewman will clean the one you 
choose and drop it into your 
basket. 
One of the island’s most pop­ 
ular fish is snapper, which Ber­ 
mudians have their own way of 
preparing. They squeeze lemon 
or lime Juice over the cleaned, 
raw fish, sprinkle with salt and 
pepper, then let it stand at 
room temperature for an hour. 
The fruit Juice tenderizes the 
fish and shortens cooking time. 
Here is a recipe for baked red 
snapper which is popular in 
Bermuda. 
1 four-pound red snapper 
which can be treated with 
lemon or lime Juice as 
mentioned above, then 
dredged inside and out 
with seasoned flour 
8 tablespoons butter 
1 cup chopped cucumber 
1 cup chopped onion 
2 cups chopped celery 
l-3rd cup chopped green 
pepper from which seeds 
have been removed 
hi cup dry white wine 
3 cups canned tomatoes 
1 tablespoon Worcestershire 
sauce 
1 bay leaf 
1 minced clove of garlic 
Pinch of red pepper 
Melt butter, then add to it all 
ingredients except the fish and 
simmer 20 minutes. Place fish 
in baking pan and cover with 
sauce. Bake in 350-degree oven 
about 45 minutes. Serve with a 
chilled dry white wine, prefera­ 
bly one Uke that used in the 
sauce. Serves 4.

estirrlated 7.000 heroin addicts in 
Missouri, according to statistics 
from the Division of Alcoholism 
and Drug Abuse. 
Many 
M issourians 
have 
gotten involved with drugs. An 
estimated 30,000 depend on non­ 
narcotic drugs State treatment 
facilities 
recorded 2,632 
ad­ 
missions of drug abuse patients 
in 1975. And community drug 
abuse programs helped many 
other persons. 
Why did these individuals 
become drug dependent? Some 
failed to follow the instructions 
of their pharmacist or doctor. 
Others tried to use an illegal

He went on to say, “The recent 
disclosure of Interpol and the 
CIA

Agency) working together has 
given me serious doubts about

Interpol 
testified to the

that it neither worked with the 
CIA nor carried out intelligence 
activities and then the Justice 
Department 
revealed 
that 
Interpol has worked with the

“If Interpol works with the 
CIA, does that mean it is 
working with the intelligence 
agencies of other members of 
Interpol, some of which are 
communist satellite countries? 
It is in an interest for the 
privacy 
and 
the 
individual 
rights of Missouri citizens that I

CHICAGO (AP) — Jane is 26, 
married to a Chicago police­ 
man and has a baby. Posing as 
a high school pupil she has 
fooled hundreds of drug deal­ 
ers. 
The Mundelein College gradu­ 
ate in psychology became a 
youth officer after joining the 
Chicago 
Police 
Department 
three years ago. She is a Teen 
Angel, a member of a special 
unit of youth officers cracking 
down on drug traffic in schools 
by masquerading as pupils. 
The young undercover inves­ 
tigators are picked by Sgt. Ron 
Kelly, 41, who was ordered in 
1974 to “go into the schools, 
buy the drugs, find the pushers 
and arrest them.” 
Since then, the special squad 
has made more than 560 school- 
related felony drug arrests, 
nailing pushers selling to pupils 
at dozens of city and suburban 
high schools. 
Jane’s job is to go to classes, 
fit in, buy drugs and wor her 
way up the narcotics supply 
ladder. 
“I always check when home­ 
coming or a big dance is sched­ 
uled,” says Jane. “I must 
judge if a boy is getting drugs 
for me because I want them, or 
if he is dealing. When I ask, ‘Is 


there any good PCP around 
here?’ and he pulls out $200 
worth from his pocket, that’s 
one thing. But if he says, ‘I 
haven’t got any, but I’U get you 
some,’ then I shy away quickly. 
I don’t want to involve him. 
He’s not the problem.” 
PCP — phencyclidine (an an­ 
imal tranquilizer) — is a hallu­ 
cinogen.

In her undercover role, Jane 
says she wears whatever the 
girls wear and is just an aver­ 
age student.

Ford should have 
boosted spending

WASHINGTON - (NEA) - It’s the little things men slip up 
on that lose elections. 
Just two days after the voting, a friend — a Democrat who 
has worked on budgeting and spending in the Defense D epart­ 
m ent for a succession of adm inistrations — stopped by to say 
that in his mind President Ford s aides had the key to victory 
in their hands, and blew it. 
Like most recent presidents and many seasoned political 
observers my friend assum es that an economy moving briskly 
upward in the months before election guarantees a boost in the 
t opular vote for the party in the White House and its candidate 
for pres’dent 
The Defense Departm ent accounts, as this economist read 
them shortly before election day. listed a carry-over of un­ 
com m itted obligational authority of around $34 billion In the 
interest of good business and planning, a carry-over on that 
date of around $18 billion would m ake good sense That means, 
in his mind, that an additional $16 billion could have and should 
have been put out to contractors in the sum m er and early fall 
of 1976, both in the interests of good defense management and 
political clout 
The ripple effect of that added $16 billion spreading out into 
the economy would have given the recovery a strong boost in 
Septem ber and October. For companies receiving these 
prom ises would have, in turn, put out bids to a variety of firm s 
— and would have promised jobs to many men and women. 
Voters then would have m arched to the polls with optimism 
for the future. And, my friend says, Mr. Ford would have been

This economist, in retrospect, cannot understand why the 
Ford adm inistration and Secretary of Defense Donald 
Rumsfeld did not order these obligations put out They were 
authorized by Congress.

an annual rate of $6,502, up7.8 per cent from 
the sam e month last year. 
The growth m eans Americans will have 
more money to spend in the near future, 


somewhat counterbalancing som e of the 
governm ent's recent negative economic 
statistics. 
Those statistics showed that retail sales 
have rem ained virtually stable for four 
months, unemployment increased by one-

Most 
Valuable 
Player 
Award 
was 
the 
culmination of a fantastic season. 
Munson was named winner of the award by the 
Baseball Writers Association of America Tuesday in a 
landslide. He easily outdistanced runner-up George 
Brett, third baseman of the Kansas City Royals, by 87 
points. 
In leading the Yankees to their first pennant in 12 
years, Munson hit .302, belted 17 homers and batted in 105 
runs. 
The 29-year-old right-handed swinger, in running away 
with the honor, collected 18 of the 24 first-place votes and 
a total of 304 points from the 24-man panel of writers. He 
received four votes for second and two for third. 


He became the first Yankee to gain the accolade since 
Elston Howard in 1963. Howard also was the last catcher 
to win the MVP. 
Brett received 217 points, including two first-place 
votes. He won the league batting title with a .333 average. 
Third in the balloting was center fielder Mickey Rivers 
of the Yankees with 1791* points, including one first-place 
vote. The speedy Rivers batted .312 with 43 stolen bases. 
An elated Munson said at a press conference Tuesday 
evening, “This is the greatest individual honor I‘ve ever 
received in baseball. I’ll try harder to win it again next 
season.” 
As for losing the World Series to the Cincinnati Reds, 
Munson said, “ It wasn’t a disappointing World Series. 
We got beat by a great ball club. We’ll be back next 
year.”

Gregory also noted that the 
terminal gives campus police 
the ability 
to communicate 
directly with 150 other Missouri 
terminals on the system and to 
send messages to any police 
department in Missouri as well 
as departments throughout the 
country 
Raymond P Bilbrey, director 


of the communications division 
of the highway patrol, said, 
‘'With the addition of this ter­ 
minal the university police will 
be able to obtain vehicle 
registration 
and 
operators’ 
license information from the 
Department of Revenue com­ 
puter in a matter of seconds. 
Through computer inquiries, 
they will also be able to check 
for stolen or wanted vehicles of 
all types; boats, guns, securities 
and other articles, as well as 
persons ”

Lung cancer study

NEW YORK i AP) - The Na­ 
tional Lung Program was set 
up m 1974 to determine whether 
periodic examinations of men 
who feel healthy could detect 
lung cancer early enough to im­ 
prove the survival rate. But it 
is running up against an unex­ 
pected obstacle — a deficiency 
of suitable volunteers, reports 
Dr. Myron R. Melamed, chief 
of cytology at Memorial Hospi­ 
tal here and local director of 
the program. 
“To be statistically mean­ 
ingful the program must follow 
30,000 men — 10,000 at each of 
three hospitals — over a 5-10 
year period, but it has still not 
reached that target ” 
The program is receiving $13 
million from the National Can­ 
cer Institute. The participating 
hospitals are Memorial Sloan- 
Kettering Cancer Center, New 
York City; Mayo Clinic, Roch­ 
ester, Minn.; and Johns Hop­ 
kins Hospital, Baltimore. Md. 
Volunteers must be men over 
45 years old who smoke at least

And yet she has had at least one fancy For as long as I know 
she has wished to vi3it Hawaii Other places too, I assume, but 
in particular the Islands 
White sand 
Blue waters Soft 
breezes It has not been compulsive, and she has not collected 
folders or anything so obvious It has simply been a hope a 
goal, if you will: a dream 
Well it sounds like a modest proposal today But when she 
first began to talk of it. it was something beyond the financial 
capabilities of our family We were not poor, but we were not 
far from it We had a warm home, with space to watch the 
flowers grow, and I do not remember running short of food 
But as for Hawaii, it may as well have been the moon then 
which made it all the more enticing 
At that, she might have gone with no further adieu had my 
fatlwr had his way He had dreams of his own, of earning good 
mowey and grabbing the world by its tether To this end. one 
tint», he built two large buildings on our back property and an­ 
nounced that he was going into the business of raising 
chickens It was a grand vision, albeit an unfortunate one 
After the war the price of chickens fell dreadfully Our family 
ate hens for several years, and stepped in dried droppings for 
several more but we never worried Frank Perdue 
Things got better, of course, as is the habit in America, but 
still my mother did not cross the Pacific I suppose she felt 
there were other priorities, two growing boys as example My 
brother and I needed clothes, we needed cars, we needed funds 
to woo the coeds on Saturday evenings The cash was always 
there If she ever tried to put any away for herself, and for 
Hawaii, she never told of it. I doubt she did 
I suspect she felt her time would come Mothers do this, not 
letting their children know Hence she was patient Even when 
her sons left the brood she was not one for extravagances 
When money accumulated, there were other things to buy 
oeaides Hawaii Years passed more years And still she spent 
ner «»cations on the mainland, often visiting her one boy the 
writer, always by bus. but occasionally mentioning that 
someday, SOMEDAY'” she would toe the sands at Waikiki 
And then last winter it appeared she may have waited too 
long She had been having trouble with her throat, and a series 
of visits to her physician was none too encouraging The doc­ 
tor said she had a growth under the skin and advised that it be

on her job 
Reborn 
she said, frisky as a pup no doubt 
writing on the air with her finger again Then in August she 
went into semi-retirement From now on she’ll only work one 
day a week, she says And this month, after all these years, 
she will vacation in Honolulu 
Dreams do come true 


Computer helps doctors with drug prescriptions 


COLUMBIA — A nationwide 
computer network 
is being 
established to advise doctors of 
possible 
drug 
reactions 
in 
patients. 
Using typewriter- like ter­ 
minals linked to an IBM com­ 
puter, physicians can determine 
the effects of more than 12,500 
prescription 
and 
non­ 
prescription drugs before they 
prescribe 
medication. 
If 
a 
patient has suffered a drug 
reaction, a doctor could enter 
symptoms and receive a list of 
drug interactions which might 
be the cause. 
Called the Computer Based 
Drug Information System, the 
project is a joint effort of the 
Information Science Group and 
the Medical Computer Center of 
the 
University 
of 
Missouri 
School of Medicine The project 
is partly funded by the U.S. 
Public Health Service. 
Physicians, pharmacists and 
scientists from North Carolina 
to 
California 
retrieve 
in­ 
formation via many terminals 


located in hospitals, pharmacies 
and nursing homes. Terminals 
are located in such major 
metropolitan 
areas 
as 
Washington, 
DC., 
Chicago, 
Detroit, St. Louis and Kansas 
City, with more to be added. 
The terminals are linked to a 
System- 370 Model 168 computer 
at the University of Missouri. 
Researchers there gather drug 
information 
from 
medical 
literature and store the in­ 
formation in the computer Five 
hundred 
more 
professionals 
receive information by mail. 
The information is based on 
actual clinical information and 
experimental evidence Data on 
precautions, adverse effects, 
preparations, dosage mixture 
and other factors is supplied in 
part by the Food and Drug 
Administration’s 
Bureau 
of 
Drugs 
To use the system, the health 
care professional enters names 
of drugs and asks for the effect 
of their interaction. The IBM 
computer responds by printing 


on the terminal information on 
clinical 
implications, 
ex­ 
perimental evidence (in text 
form) plus references for fur­ 
ther study. 
It can be determined whether 
or 
not 
two drugs are in­ 
compatible and the possible 
effects. Summary material and 
finally 
experimental 
in­ 
formation may be obtained in 
abstract form. 
If a patient already has had a 
drug reaction, a doctor could 
enter the symptoms and receive 
a list of drug interactions which 
could be the cause By using the 
system, he could isolate the 
particular combinations causing 
the problem. 
“Even a beneficial drug such 
as aspirin can be dangerous if 
mixed with other drugs,” said 
Dr. Samuel Garten, assistant 
professor of pharmacology and 
project director. ‘‘Antidiabetic 
drugs can become stronger in 
the presence of aspirin, in­ 
creasing the chance of a diabetic 
falling into a coma from too 


little sugar in the bloodstream. ” 
“Methotrexate (an anticancer 
drug) can have potent side ef­ 
fects because of aspirin; certain 
drugs used to treat arthritis can 
become ineffective when mixed 
with aspirin. A hospital patient 
might be given up to 20 drugs 
simultaneously; that's why we 
need more information on what 
drugs can do to people.” 
The 
need 
for more in­ 
formation is illustrated by the 
fact that one hospital patient in 
five suffers an adverse drug 
reaction which prlongs his stay. 
People are admitted every day 
because of the effects of drugs, 
and one- seventh of all hospital 
days are devoted to treating 
drug reactions 
The system is now available to 
medical students at Missouri, As 
the students encounter new 
classes of drugs, they use ter­ 
minals at the school to learn 
about possible adverse reactions 
caused by the drugs Students at 
the University of Chicago School 
of Medicine and St. Louis 


College of Pharmacy also use 
the system. 
A recent development is a 
series 
of 
newsletters 
for 
physicians explaining the ef­ 
fects of certain drugs on 
diabetics

Julius Erving makes $600,000 a 
year. 
For throwing a baseball with 
more savvy than anyone else, 
Catfish Hunter makes $250,000 
a year, with a promised bonus 
of $1.5 million after the 1979 
season. 
For playing superlative hock­ 
ey on a pair of gimpy knees, 
Bobby Orr was given a $3 mil­ 
lion contract for five years He 
will make the money whether 
he plays or not 
For being a football star in 
Buffalo, O.J. Simpson makes a 
reported $2 million for three 
years 
For 
giving soccer in the 
United States a shot in the 
arm, Pele was given a $4 5 mil­ 
lion package for three years 
For four title fights and a bi­ 
zarre exhibition with a Jap a­ 
nese wrestler, Muhammad Ali, 
possibly the most recognized 
figure in the world, grossed $13 
million in 1976. 
These figures don’t even in­ 
clude the money athletes can 
make from endorsements, radio 
and television spots or post-sea­ 
son jobs And they don’t include 
daily expense money athletes 
get on the road and in training 
camp 
So is there any doubt that 
sports, a category of show busi­ 
ness, is big business, too? 
These high-paid athletes are 
considered to be the top stars 
in their profession. For their 
seasonal work, they compare 
favorably with top business ex­ 
ecutives in America 
The American Management 


Association surveyed the sala­ 
ries of the chief executive offi­ 
cers for nearly 3,000 durable 
goods 
manufacturing 
com­ 
panies This year, the average 
salary ranged from $77,500 for 
the top executive in a company 
doing $10-25 million in sales to 
$247,000 
for companies with 
sales of $500 million to $1 bil­ 
lion. 
The chief executive of the 
United 
States 
was 
making 
$200,000 a year, with numerous 
priviliges and fringe benefits. 
“I had a better year than the 
president,” was Babe Ruth’s 
famous 1930 remark in justify­ 
ing his $80,000 salary, which 
surpassed Herbert Hoover’s by 
$5,000 But when the Babe was 
earning big salaries, he was the 
only athlete who could play in 
the same financial league with 
the president. 
On the 1927 Yankees—per­ 
haps the greatest team ever— 
Ruth made $70.000. But the oth­ 
er 25 players totaled only $200,- 
000, or about $8,000 a man. 
Herb Pennock, a 23-game win­ 
ner the year before, had the 
second highest salary, $15,000 
The professional athlete of 
average ability is doing much 
better these days In 1975, the 
average salaries were $48,000 
for 
major 
league 
baseball, 
$109,700 for the National Bas­ 
ketball Association. $95,000 for 
the American Basketball Asso­ 
ciation, $75,000 for the National 
Hockey League, $60,000 for the 
World Hockey Association and 
$42,000 for the National Foot­ 
ball League 
(In comparison, the average 
salary of policemen and fire­ 
men in cities of over 100,000 
population 
last year ranged 
from $10,717 to $14,001, accord­ 
ing to the U S Bureau of Labor 
Statistics.) 
Until the 1960s. baseball was 
the leader in high salaries, 
among the team sports 
In 1939, Carl Hubbell was 
making $22,500, Hank Green­ 
berg $25,000 and Bill Terry 
$30,000, They were the baseball 
stars of their era, and they 
made much more money than 
football’s Bulldog Turner made 
10 years later Turner, still rec­ 
ognized as the best center who 
ever played the game, earned 


$14,000 in 1948 and 1949. 
In 1949, Joe DiMaggio be­ 
came the first $100,000 baseball 
player and Ted Williams was 
getting $90,000 Meanwhile, star 
running back Steve van Buren 
of the NFL made $15,000. 
In 1950, DiMaggio again got 
$100,000 and Williams jumped 
to $125,000 
Van Buren still 
earned $15,000, while quarter­ 
back Sid Luckman got $20,200 
In 1952, quarterback Sammy 
Baugh made $12,000; in 1960, 
quarterback Norm van Brock- 
lin made $22,500, and in 1964, 
Sonny Werblin, owner of the 
New York Jets, made quarter­ 
back Joe Namath a star and 
gave him $400,000 to sign with 
the 
new 
American 
Football 
League 
Namath’s signing gave the 
AFL legitimacy, and that au­ 
thenticity was the breakthrough 
for the NFL players’ salaries. 
They finally had some bargain­ 
ing leverage, the same advan­ 
tage gained by the NBA and 
the NHL several years later. 
Football salaries began to rise 
Jimmy Brown made $60,000 in 
1965, but it wasn’t until the late 
‘60s that the bidding war be­ 
tween the competing leagues 
led to skyrocketing salaries 
Depending on which side of 
the salaries you were on, the 
AFL and television were either 
the angels or the devils in the 
NFL’s escalating salary pic­ 
ture 
“The main thing was that in 
those days baseball was mak­ 
ing much more money than 
football," says NFL Commis­ 
sioner Pete Rozelle 
“In the 
early 60s we were getting $150,- 
000 a team from television But 
in the late ’60s television and 
the laws of supply and demand 
took effect 
“The salaries went up when 
the money became available. 
The key was 1965 and 1966 
when the teams first got $1 mil­ 
lion from television Now the 
teams are receiving $2 million 
from television and the sport is 
generating more money than 
ever before,” 
Another key was the creation 
of the World Football League in 
1974 The WFL, which expired 
after 14 years, did raise the 
standard of living for some 


players who jumped leagues 
and some who were paid well 
to stav. 
The W HA in hockey and the 
ABA in basketball did the same 
thing to the winter sports 
The A BA wasn’t financially 
successful, but its presence and 
the fact that basketball rosters 
are relatively small helped the 
sport reach the highest level of 
salaries in the athletic king­ 
dom 
Finally, the NBA owners de­ 
cided it wasn’t economically 
feasible to continue winning the 
battle with the ABA while los­ 
ing the war of the checkbooks 
A merger agreement creating a 
22-team league was reached 
earlier this year. 
The 
arrival of 
the 
WHA 
spurred a bidding war for play­ 
ers with the NHL and resulted 
in higher salaries than hockey 
had ever known Players such 
as Derek Sanderson, 
Bernie 
Parent and 
Gerry Cheevers 
went to the new league for 
large salaries only to return 
later to the NHL. 
Now there is relative peace 
between the two hockey leagues 
with only an occasional player 
switching from one to the other 
and no bidding to prevent or in­ 
duce it. 
Salaries, however, aren’t go­ 
ing to return to previous levels. 
It’s much too late for that 
"The result will be that untried 
players right out of college will 
not be making exorbitant sala­ 
ries to sit on the bench," said 
an NBA spokesman. 
With the high base of salaries 
already established and 
the 
new labor contracts permitting 
free agency in mo6t of the 
sports, the super stars will still 
be earning the super salaries 


“ An athlete deserves his fair 
share," says quarterback Ro­ 
ger Staubach of the Dallas 
Cowboys, who earns an esti­ 
mated $100,000 a year. " I’ve 
earned the position that I’m in. 
I produced and I’m paid well. 
“We, of course, want high 
benefits and salaries as long as 
the owners are making a prof­ 
it—and they are.’’ 


“Remember, the owners are 
the ones who are paying the 
players ’’

Hardison 
said his membership in the

able accommodation" for Har­ 
dison’s 
religious convictions 
The airline said it treated Har­ 
dison's case as that of other

The justices let stand a deci­ 
sion of the U S Circuit Court in 
Cincinnati rejecting the claim 
made by McCann L. Reid, a 
member erf the Seventh-Day 
Adventist Church 
The court also refused to 
hear arguments in the case of 
Larry J. Williams, a New Mexi- 
„co employe of the Southern Un*. 
ion Gas Co who claimed his 
constitutional 
rights 
were 
violaed when he was fired for 
refusing to work on his reli­ 
gion's Sabbath Williams also is 
a member of the Worldwide 
Church of God. 
A district court ruled against 


Williams’ claim, and the deci­ 
sion was upheld by the 10th 
U S Circuit Court of Appeals
